Council Raps 
Smog Board 
On Tax Plan 


The Menlo Park City Coun- 
cil appeared both puzzled and 
ired Tuesday night over re- 
ports that the Bay Area Air 
Pollution District plans to ex- 
tend its administrative staff 
rather than add enforcement 
officers if a tax rate hike goes 
through the state legislature. 


Local councilmen have been 
instrumental in the past in 
arousing other cities to com- 
plain that the district should 
begin to enforce air pollution 
regulations. 


And at their last regular 
meeting, they voted support 
of the tax hike of one cent in 
the belief that it would pay 
for hiring of enforcement of- 
ficers. 


’ 


According to newspaper re- 
ports, the district plans to em- 
ploy two new lawyers (to 
handle the legal side of en- 
forcement), clerical personnel 
and people who would be re- 
sponsible for training local 
law enforcement men in air 
pollution detection. 


Councilmen noted that this 
version of what the district 
planned to do also contained 
quotes from Assemblyman 
Carl Britschgi of this district 
to the effect that he opposes 
the tax hike. 


The council’s position Tues- 
day night was that (1) the dis- 
trict, not local people, should 
do the enforcing and (2) that 
legislators and the district 
should quit kicking the issue 
around and do something 
about smog. 


They rapped the district for 
apparently not trying to work 
towards having their own 
smog control policemen. 
“Enforcement has to be 
done on an equal _ basis,” 
Councilman Ira Bonde said. 
“Individual cities would not 
provide this.” 

Mayor William D., Lawson 
noted that those cities which 
produce the most smog are 
probably those which provide 
the least enforcement. 


Because of prevailing winds, 
Menlo Park “receives the full 
benefit” of smog production 
from the north, he said.

Decision on Schnepple Case 
Requires Careful Study 


The need for a clear, unemotional view of the Ravens- 
wood City School District's complex and disturbing con- 
flict between school board and superintendent was never 
more acute than now. 
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! 
But it is difficult to obtain that view. The fog of state- 
ment and counterstatement envelopes us. 


Perhaps next Monday night’s board meeting will 
clear the air. 

We hope the trustees have more success this time. 
At the last meeting, limited answers from the board to 
audience questions confused some and angered many. 

{ It may be that the trustees have a “case” against 
Stanley O. Schnepple, whose resignation they have ac- 
cepted, If they do, it must be clearly stated. 

If they do not, the board must then sum up their 
reasoning in actively seeking his resignation by means 
of a expansive, $16,000 contract with the county. 

Neither gained much by the secrecy surrounding 
this contract. 

As to the controversy itself: It appears likely that 
both “sides” —Schnepple and the trustees —have points 
in their favor and in their disfavor. 

Perhaps Schnepple, as one board member has said, 
has not been able to “speak in the same language” with 
the board. 

It may be, too, that his’ sense of cooperation with 

them had been dulled by what appeared to him to be 
attacks on his ability to administer the district. 
' Whatever the reason for this situation, we feel that 
a move to unseat every incumbent trustee who runs for 
office in April may be a mistake. Some changes in board 
personnel, however, might serve the district well. 

Until all the facts possible to know are known, we also 
feel it this newspaper's duty to watch the situation care- 
fully, hear out the pros and the cons and then make 
recommendations on the upcoming election,

Then, at the age of 80, with his commu- 
nity about to reap the benefits of his lifelong efforts in 
its behalf, he retired. 

It was even before that, in 1910, that Dunn founded 
the weekly Coastside Comet. Through it, in 1913, he be- 
gan his long and suecessful campaign for construction of 
the coastal highway from San Francisco to Santa Cruz, 
the highway we now call State Route 1. 

Later, he began his fight for construction of the Pillar 
Point breakwater to bring to the wave-lashed shores of his 
community the benefit of secure harbor facilities, The 
breakwater, now under construction, is largely the result 
of his initiative and determination. 

The testimonial dinner Monday night is a just tribute 
to George E. Dunn, but to newspapermen everywhere 
it should be more than that. 

It can and should renew the faith of every colleague 
in the value of dedicated community service, the meaning 
of unselfish journalism, the undeviating devotion and 
responsibility of a proud profession,

Editor, the Recorder: 

As the Executive Committee of the 
Ravenswood City School District Citizen 
Committee we would like to express some 
thoughts in connection with the resigna- 
tion of our Superintendent. 

First, we deplore the lack of informa- 
tion given to the public, on the basis of 
which the action of the School Board 
could be understood and appreciated. We 
note that in part this situation was rem- 
edied at the Board meeting of February 
13. In particular, we agree with the Board 
Member who recognized that an error of 
judgment was committed by the Board in 
temporarily withholding the detailed ar- 
rangements with the Superintendent, at 
the request of the latter. 

Second, we believe that the Board could 
well have greater faith in the intelligence 
of the public and that it must present its 
case properly. Every citizen can under- 
stand that the main function of a school 
board, as a delegate of the people, is to 
provide for the best education of the 
children. In order to devote itself to this 
task, it is of the greatest importance that 
a board give sufficient time and thought 
to educational policies and see to their 
proper execution. If a board is too much 
occupied with administration, no time is 
left for it to discuss educational matters. 

Our Committee recognizes that by in- 
itiating and implementing certain man- 
agement studies during the past years, our 
School Board has attempted to set up a 
smoothly working organization, which 
would allow it to devote more time to 
other than management issues. The writ- 
ing down of all kinds of policies, which 
the Board has started is an excellent step 
i nthe same direction. We feel, though, 
that the public has not been sufficiently 
involved in these long range plans of the 
Board, with the result that there is a lack 
of understanding and confidence in the 
Board’s recent actions. 

Third, we are gravely concerned about 
the future of our School District.’ It is 
surely the overriding wish of every citizen 
in our District to see that the children 
receive the best possible education and 
that this should not be damaged by petty 
or spiteful political motives. To be more 
specific, our District must have next 
(school) year a board and a new super- 
intendent who can work together—and 
with public understanding and appreci- 
ation, Since the new superintendent must 
necessarily be appointed by the present 
Board, a way must be found to assure that 
the Board members to be elected and the 
new superintendent will indeed be able 
to cooperate. Our Committee and, we are 
sure, every seriously concerned citizen 
in our District will work towards this goal 
during the coming weeks.

BLASTS ‘SLURS’ 


Editor, the Recorder: 

In your issue of Feb. 16, you discussed 
the Sequoia District High School tax in 
the news columns and in addition, it was 
reviewed by Floyd McCue of the Redwood 
City Star-Advertiser in his column which 
you re-print. 

From all indications, you both are deter- 
mined to cast slurs on the Town Hall Asso- 
ciation, for its opposition to these unwar- 
ranted tax increases, and to other radical 
moves such as the proposed revisions in 
the County Charter. 

In the news story about the Sequoia 
High School tax, you quote Francis Pear- 
son, president of the Citizens Sub-Com- 
mittee, who you say studied the tax situ- 
ation. Did you know that at the hearing

on Wednesday night, Feb. 8 in Redwood 
City, the Citizens Committee admitted 
that in setting the $1.68 rate, which the 
voters turned down on January 31, they 
had “overlooked” the override tax en- 
tirely. What kind of “studying” does this 
imply? I am sure that tax-payers resent 
the statement you made two weeks ago in 
your columns that the Town Hall should 
“put up or shut up.” 

Trustee Rae Caplan is quoted by you 
as saying that it will take the Board two 
years to decide if there are places “where 
we should cut.” .I.will be surprised if tax- 
payers are willing to wait while their taxes 
are spent for unnecessary and reckless 
overhead. 

Floyd McCue in his eolumn, refers to 
the attitude of the tax-payers in- North 
San Mateo County. He is comparing their 
favorable vote on bond measures to our 
unfavorable vote in the South San Mateo 
county, again the ‘permissive’ tax rate. 
I think the answer to this, is that we are 
remonstrating against what we consider 
to be “loose” management of the Sequoia 
High School district. How can you justify 
a management which allows the cost per 
pupil to be raised 35 per cent in two years 
—and then comes back to the voters for a 
still higher rate? 

McCue says that “reports’’ says that Jess 
than 25 people attended the Town Hall 
meeting where members opposed the Se- 
quoia High School rate. This is not true 
—the directors, after voting against the 
tax—submitted it to a packed meeting in 
Menlo Council Chambers on the night of 
Jan. 26. Over.a hundred members there 
voted unanimously to oppose the tax in- 
crease and raised $160 on the spot to 
publish advertisements. 

Again in his column, Mr. McCue refers 
to Town Hall’s stand against the measures 
of the revised San Mateo County charter 
to be voted upon in April. These take 
away from the voters the right to elect 
many of the county officers, making them 
appointive by the county manager and 
Board of Supervisors. McCue refers 
to the high character of many of our 
present county officers, and he suggests 
they may as well be made permanent. In 
other words, if they were appointed, they 
soon would attain civil service status and 
be “frozen” in their jobs. 

Do we want this kind of county gov- 
ernment? I doubt it. Town hall has voted 
to oppose these charter changes and I 
think will do so with all its might. Thank 
you.

Most newspapers carry, reg- 
ularly, items by staff members 
or by well-known, nationally 
circulating writers who are 
concerned with giving back- 
ground information which is 
supposed to help the reader 
understand the day-to-day grist 
that appears on the néws pages. 

The larger, more affluent 
newspapers hire “heavy think- 
ers.” 

The Recorder, which car- 
ries no syndicated columns 
and which can’t afford a 
“heavy thinker,” has to make 
do with a staff member writ- 
ing background material and 
filling in details largely on 
the basis of what he remem- 
bers but didn’t have space to 
write up at some previous 
time. 

The results have been pa- 
raded in these columns for the 
past four years. 

Since this is a loeal newspa- 
per, circulated only in the im- 


the ‘“backgrounding” for the 
news must also be local. 

A discussion of national or 
state issues would certainly be 
inappropriate, and county news 
is analyzed in an adjoining col- 
umn each week on this page. 

This leaves the writer, pri- 
marily, with the city of Menlo 
Park and the area’s many spe- 
cial service districts about 
which to write. 

This column probably never 
will be “sensational.” 

If the Recorder uncovered 
a story about graft or mal- 
feasance, it would undoubt- 
edly be treated as the hottest 
piece of news in the paper 
that week. Vicuna coats and 
deep freezers don’t appear to 
have become an item of cur- 
rency for repaying public 
functionaries h ere ab outs, 
though. 

The persistent and long-suf- 
fering reader will have noticed 
that this column normally car- 
ries a minimum number of fig- 
ures, 


Reason is, figures can be a 
pitfall in this business. 

_ The writer recalls an occa- 
sion on which the enrollment 


.at a local school was reported 


as “7200.” The actual figure 
should have been 720, but an 
extra zero got dropped in some- 
where along the line. 

_ Such errors are hard to catch 
since one figure looks as pro- 
per as another unless the proof- 
reader is interested enough to 
notice that there probably isn’t 
an elementary school any- 
where with the larger number 
of pupils. 

Source material for such col- 
ums as this, actually, comes 
from a variety of Places. 

The writer, if he’s been 
around town for any length 
of time, has a number of 
concepts of how things are 
going and although the news 
columns give a once-a-week 
progress report, the casual 
reader might, at times, view 
them as isolated activities ra- 


ther than as part of a series 
of events, 


: Giving continuity to the do- 
ings of such groups as the city 
council or the school board is 
one of the more important 
functions of a column. 

Another source of column 
material is the written report. 

The Menlo Park School Dis- 
trict is one public agency, for 
instance, which commits a 
large proportion of its reports 
to writing. 

Some of these reports are toa 
long to digest into a news arti- 
cle and anyhow, the report it- 
self might not be as important 
as the comments on it, or the

by the Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion are still $10,000 short of 
last year’s total, said Louis F. 
Colagiovanni, San Mateo coun- 
ty campaign manager. 


“We are relying on late 


contributors to bring the total 


up to the amount needed to 
continue the program without 
curtailment. Our fiscal year 
doesn’t close until March 31 
and we hope all our friends 


will send in their contribution | 


as soon as possible,’’ he said. 
Supporting Colagiovanni’s 
plea, Mrs. Roy Cloud, presi- 
dent of the Tuberculosis and 
Health Association, said that 
the X-ray screening activities 
of the association play a ma- 
jor part in maintaining the 
health level of San Mateo 
county residents. 


“Educating the public to the 
idea. that ‘an ounce of preven- 
tion is worth a pound of cure’ 
is the core of the TB public 
information and case finding 
program,” Mrs. Cloud continu- 
ed. “We advise people to check 
their health status annually by 
visiting their doctor for a phys- 
ical examination, including a 
tuberculin test or chest X-ray.” 

Preliminary reports on the 
results of last year’s X-raying 
in San Mateo county turned up 
369 X-rays that were suspicious 
for various types of chest dis- 


ease. 

Although all reports are 
not in, Mrs. Cloud announc- 
ed that five new cases of tu- 
berculosis, eight lung can- 
cers, 11 tumors and cysts 
have been diagnosed. In ad- 
dition, 43 heart conditions 
were found, many of which 
were previously unknown. 


“Not only does the associa- 
tion operate the Chestmobile 
throughout the county, but it 
also keeps a complete file of 
all films taken on the unit 
since 1951,’ continued Mrs. 
Cloud. “Old X-rays are partic- 
ularly valuable to physicians in 
diagnosing present lung ail- 
ments as they provide a basis 
for comparison with current 
films. More than a quarter mil- 
lion X-ray films and records 
are immediately available to 
physicians requesting them. 
| These programs cost money,” 
Mrs. Cloud said, “and we need 
cverybody’s help if we are to 


reach our goal.”
